REMARKS 

Applicants acknowledge receipt of the Examiner's Office Action dated April 1, 2008. 
Claims 1-27 are pending in the application. 
Claims 1-27 have been rejected. 

Rejection of Claims under 35 U.S.C. $ 103 

Claims 1-27 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Amerasinghe et al., U.S. Publication No. 2007/0208608 (Amerasinghe). Applicants request 
removal of Amerasinghe as a reference under 35 U.S.C. § 103(c). Amerasinghe was published 
on September 6, 2007, which is after the filing date (December 9, 2003) of the present 
application. Accordingly, Amerasinghe qualifies as prior art only under § 102(e). The present 
application was filed after November 29, 1999 and thus § 103(c) applies. Amerasinghe and the 
claimed subject matter in the present application were, at the time the invention in the application 
for patent was made, owned by the same entity or subject to assignment to the same entity, 
namely Seibel Systems, Inc., of San Mateo, California. The assignment for Amerasinghe is 
recorded at reel 012372, frame 0815, and the assignment for the present application is recorded 
at reel 015166 and frame 0251. As § 103(c) states, "Subject matter developed by another person, 
which qualifies as prior art only under one or more of subsections (e), (f), and (g) of section 102 
of this title, shall not preclude patentability under this section where the subject matter and the 
claimed invention were, at the time the invention was made, owned by the same person or 
subject to an obligation of assignment to the same person." 
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CONCLUSION
